Paris, May 8.—Moving pictures have 
been 
unequal 
to the occasion, the 
press and the public declaring that 
they have done little to either portray 
or exalt patriotic sentiment. Exploit­ 
ers of films blame the censor, while 
the censor reports that producers of 
picture plays lack proper inspiration. 
Cinematograph directors gave a pri­ 
vate view of films exhibited in other 
countries and even in some of the 
French provincial cities, but prohibit­ 
ed in Paris, to prove their case. 
Among the tilings to which the pre­ 
fect of police objected w ere scenes of 
German prisoners captured 
in 
the 
Vinay Woods near Epernav, German 
prisoners at the camp of Angers, a 
French village showing tombs of Ger­ 
man soldiers after a battle, films de­ 
picting the destruction 
of churches 


and villages by fire and bombardment, 
besides numerous picture plays pre­ 
senting soldiers and Red Cross uni­ 
forms not in actual service. 
The general opinion of the notabili­ 
ties invited to this representation'was 
that the censor was perfectly justified 
in cutting out imaginary war and hos­ 
pital scenes, holding that they were; 
unworthy to represent 
the 
heroism 
and devotion 
of the 
soldiers 
and 
nurses. A contrary opinion wras held, 
however, regarding certain films of 
actual happenings. 
The 
result 
has 
been that the government has author­ 
ized four representative 
cinemato­ 
graph concerns to take moving pic­ 
tures of war scenes at the front. In 
the meantime moving picture houses 
are depending largely upon old films 
fto entertain their public, 
which 
is 
gradually growing smaller. 
French wit has always found a wide 
field of effort in the caricaturing of 
public officials of all grades and de­ 
partments. Martial law' has given the 
latter their first opportunity to avenge 
themselves. 
Any film reflecting up­ 
on .belittling or holding up to ridicule 
any functionary of the government is 
is pitilessly censored. 
The result of the limitations put up­ 
on directors of moving picture houses 
has been to give unusual prominence 
to American films.

things, 
you 
surely do not even take 
your 
home 
paper, or if you do take it, you don’t 
read it. 
Some burned corn stalks after the 
hugs had gone, so it is surely evident 
that they did not 
burn 
them with 
any view’ to destroying bugs. 
Millions of bugs harbored in corn 
fodder and straw stacks and the oth 
cr places mentioned, 
and 
until we 
can get it into our heads 
that 
we 
m ust take measures of w arfare Into 
our own hands, and not depend on 
the w eather 
man, 
“diseased bugs,” 
etc., we can expect just such a situa­ 
tion at intervals every few* years. 
There is no parasite that we know 
of that works destruction 
to chinch 
bugs 
as 
is . the 
case 
with 
a r m y 
worms, plant lice, and, in fact, most 
all other pests. 
Tile quail is the only bird that will 
eat chinch bugs,

is the only school in

Now, how many 
of us will learn this chinch bug les­ 
son, even in the

ence? 
W hat name can you suggest 
for the fellow' who 
will 
not learn 
even in the school of experience? 
One man thought he would “plow 
his wheat and the 
bugs 
under and 
plant to 
corn.” 
Wouldn’t 
that 
be 
“jumping out of the frying pan into 
the fire?” Chinch bugs will eat any of 
the grasses and it w’ould seem wise 
to put in a crop when 
the 
wheat 
seems to be lost that the bugs will 
not eat. Corn, millet, cane, kafir arid 
all the other grasses 
are only feed 
for the pests. 
Chinch bugs will not eat soy beans 
nor cowpeas,, and good crops of these 
may be grown by seeding as late as 
June, and fair crops 
where %oil is 
good and moisture reasonable, sowTn 
even as late as July 15. 
It may protect the corn some by 
sowing a strip of beans or peas twen­ 
ty to forty feet wide along the m ar­ 
gin of the corn field when the corn 
field is next to a bug infested wheat 
field. 
These should be sown pretty thick­ 
ly, and it is very generally thought 
the bugs will not crawl across 
the 
bean strip. Some think that beans in 
the corn Will afford a great deal of 
protection to the 
corn 
against the 
bugs, but there is 
not 
yet enough 
evidence to suggest 
more 
than 
to 
make a trial and see what the results 
may be. 
Some seem very positive 
that it will help, but I am not ven­ 
turing any opinion at this lime, but 
suggest a trial.

smelly chinch bug is a source of worry 
in some sections, stirring up many 
a grower of the two big money crops 
of Missouri—corn and wheat 


The field 
chinch 
is 
the 
worst 
enemy of the staff of life crop in this 
state, according to years of statistics 
in the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
However, the Missour­ 
ian who knows the game 
will 
not 
plow’ up his wheat for either chinch 
bug or Hessian fly, today, for they 
seldom ruin wheat in Missouri, when 
wre are blessed with plenty of rain. 
Resist that panicky feeling. 
Jewell Mayes, of the Missouri State 
Board of Agriculture, calls attention 
to the board’s news bulletin of last 
fall, urging a farm clean up day for 
burning out fence rows 
and 
turn 
rows, grassy corners, wee^y gullies 
and brush patches to kill 
out 
the 
chinch bug. 
The period of preventior of the 
bug brood is past. 
What wre need is 
practical ways and means for self de­ 
fense. 
Spraying chinch bugs is of 
doubtful value, and expensive. 
Dis­ 
solve a pound of hard soap in a gal­ 
lon of hot water, then add two gal­ 
lons of common coal oil, adding fif­ 
teen parts of cold water, if you decide 
to spray a garden patch, seed corn 
plot, or bluegrass yard. 
The mailing of inoculated or dis 
eased chinch bugs has been stopped. 
•The United States 
Deportment 
of 
Agriculture declares it is a failure 
The Missouri 
Experiment 
Station, 
the College of Agriculture and the 
Board of Agriculture have 
all 
quit 
th e dialling of “sick” bugs. 
< Any farmer can produce his ** ow n 
“diseased or infected” chinch bugs at 
home; 
Put live bugs in a common 
glass fruit jar with plenty of damp 
dirt and green wheat, and if kept in 
a dark spot for six to twelve days the 
buss (a* a rule) show’ disease and 
changing of color;" Some good farm ­ 
ers feel that they have gotten profit­ 
able results. Try the blub if you like. 
but the agricultural authorities have 
discarded it as ar. impractical pop­ 
gun for fighting the 
biggest 
bug 
army in the world of Work. 
While there is no known 
way ol 
warfare to dislodge 
the chinch bug 
from his fortifications in 
the wheat 
and oat fields, this pest bids to lose 
whenever it quits fort defensive and 
marches out to capture corn fields! 
There are several helpful methods 
of fighting the advance against King 
Corn. One is the deep 
ditch opened 
by plow or lister, then 
dragged till 
the dust is thick. 
Bugs 
fail in and 
(except in stiff or gumbo 
soils) sel­ 
dom are able to crawl 
across sharp 
walls. Occasional dragging of a log 
through ditch will kill 
many 
bugs. 
Postholes along ditch prove 
good 
traps. 
When corn is w’aist high, or larger, 
filling such a ditch with green corn 
and keeping same 
well 
wet 
down 
with a tank wagon will attract the 
bugs to crawl into the pile and stay 
and feed until they develop the fun­ 
gus growth or disease. This plan of 
a continuous pile of wet green corn 
across the fie^d made good 
in Cald­ 
well county last year, killing bugs by 
the bushel. 
You 
can w’ell afford to 
cut a few rows to be sown later in 
cowpeas or left to rest 
to try this 
plan. 
The asphalt or heavy road 
oil or 
coal tar “dead line” is one plan that 
helps. Plow a strip a yard or more 
wide, disk or harrow or draw it till 
you have a dust mulch. Then take a 
can wth a hole punched in the bot­ 
tom, or tin bucket with top bent to 
form a spout, pour a line 
of tar or 
heavy oil' no wider than a lead pencil 
along or around the cornfield on the 
level strip. 
Repeat 
twice a day at 
first, or as often as needed to keep 
the line up—watch your line! Heavy 
.road oil costs the least—and where 
oil is sold right the line 
should be 
kept up at an oil cost of around 50 
cents per mile per day. 
Fresh lime 
has also been used. 
Rain < will tem­ 
porarily spoil either a u r, oil or lime 
“dead line.” 
Postholes along the outside pf the 
w*ar trench catch lots of bugs. A lit­ 
tle coal oil or straw burns bugs when 
you have a killing cooped. 
Rain, cloudy days and heat are the 
three things 
that 
develop hospital 
conditions in chinch bugs, and when 
the wheat or corn outlook seems the 
squalliest the rascals may fade out 
like an election day rumor. 
Sowing a strip of 
millet between 
the wheat and corn 
is 
a practical 
trick. Millet will delay the march of 
the hugs and hold them 
together,

Washington, D. C., May 8.—There 
is in 
Washington 
probably 
more 
w'ealth and less poverty, according to 
population, than in any city in the 
country. At the height of the season 
this is probably the greatest social 
center in the United States. 
While 
all such activities cease when con­ 
gress adjourns, 
they 
are 
plentiful 
enough when that body is here, and 
the functions that take place by, or in 
behalf, or in honor of, members of 
the congressional or diplomatic cir­ 
cles are numerous* indeed. 
With all this, however, life is not 
one continuous round of pleasure in 
Washington. 
Those wTho toil at a 
modest w'age.can be counted by thous­ 
ands. 
While those who receive less 
than $600 or $800 per year are few 
in numbers as compared to the popu­ 
lation, those who receive more than 
$1500 per year are almost as scarce, 
except among 
the 
politicians 
who 
come for a stay of tw'o or four years, 
sometimes, in the case of the lucky 
ones, for a more extended sojourn. 
The real citizen of Washington, who 
is here for life, while voting about 
once in four years in some of the 
states of the union, does not draw 
very mucli from Uncle Sam’s treasure 
chest. 
The "government clerk” is the in­ 
dividual 
who 
draw's 
the 
modest 
stipend somewhere between $800 and 
$1500. He is w*ell known to members 
of both senate and house, for he is 
not at all backward about making ap­ 
peals in behalf of . the 
government 
slave. The appeals have been neces­ 
sary, too, for,*he salary of ‘tho clerk 
has not changed muqh in fifty»years. 
While the salary has stood still, real 
estate speculators have cont inned to 
get the price of property advanced, 
sd that rentals were more, and mo^e 
from year to year. 
This, with other 
advances in the cost of living, has 
msde the $80 or $90 or <,$125 > per 
month iook beautifully less as time 
wrent on and sometimes the clerk-with 
his nose' to the grindstone has Celt 
compelled to get help from the "loan 
shark.” Of coarse, the more famili»ar 
he got with those people the less he 
had with each succeeding month. 
That is the bad side and wshat one 
hears when talking to the pessimist 
among government clerks. 
The pes­ 
simist in departmental life 
is 
one 
who ha^ been in tho service for forty 
years, has not received a promotion 
for twenty-five, and has little ahead 
for the future. 
The optomist is the 
one who has been here but a few 
years, possibly but one. He is young 
and vigorous and he knows he is 
getting more than he could possibly 
earn in the 
old 
home 
towm. 
He 
knowns* that the life of government 
clerks has been helped by the efforts 
of individuals and associations, which 
efforts have resulted 
in 
beneficial 
legislation. He knows that the men 
who draw the big salaries live in a 
part of tow'n where toke * rents 
are 
more than the entire amount he re­ 
ceives. 
He also knows that he can 
get a location in keeping writh his 
income, and that it will cost him no 
more to live here than it w'ould in 
any other city if he was in the same 
Circumstances. 
In addition to that 
he can get more for I is money in 
some ways than any other city can 
offer. 
The government clerk gets a vaca- 
I tion of thirty days every year with 
: pay. 
That is a great attraction in 
itself, for by some more good fortune 
it is just as convenient to the depart­ 
ment heads for the employes to have 
this vacation during 
the 
summer. 
They' all seem to adjust the work so 
that few’er people are needed to keep 
j up the regular routine in summer 
j than in winter, so the clerks can scat- 
j ter to mountain and seashore where 
they again find locations they can 
afford and have as good a time as 
those w hose mere existence at a sum­ 
mer resort costs not less than a hun- 
! died dollars a day. 
Not only is this 
annual 
vacation 
I given, but every day in the year the 
j departments close at 4:30 and they 
close at I o’clock on Saturdays dur­ 
ing June, July and August. The 4:30 
closing means that even now those 
who love the outdoors can have am­ 
ple time for such enjoyment. This is 
taken according to the taste of the 
individual, but, like every place in 
I chilized America at least, there are 
many who consider that baseball fur- 
i nishes just the right kind of amuse- 
; ment and recreation. 
Great oppor- 
I tunity is afforded for the lovers of 
I this sport, there being a great many 


private ball grounds besides the ones 
in the public parks. 
In the ellipse 
adjoining the president's park there 


is room for two games lo be in pro­ 
gress at one time. 
No time is lost 
in getting to these grounds, for the 
.departmental automobiles take the 
teams out and when the game is over 
call for the men and take them to the 
department again or to their homes. 
Not only has every department a 
ball team, but there is one in every 
bureau. The postoffice department 
alone has more than a half dozen. 
That is the big one of the government 
"leagues,” the clerks, carriers, rail­ 
way mail service, furnishing material 
for more teams than any other de­ 
partments. 
The interior department 
is a close second, however, and many 
of the others are not far behind. Be­ 
ing able to leave their w'ork at 4:30 
a game can easily be finished any 
evening during May, June, July and 
August.

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The flowers which

At the latter place 
it seems the flowers thrive in the 
shade of the big building, but as’ the 
plants, at Sherman place are'in filii 
sunlight it seems they do equally well 
in sun or .shade.
